-dustrial  area.  The  chief  industries  are  brewing,  malting,  the  manu- 
-racture  of  office  and  school  furniture  and  all  other  kinds  of  wood¬ 
worm  and  agricultural  implements.  There  is  also  a  Toy  Factory  em-

The  surface  levels  vary  a  good  deal,  but  for  the  most  part  drain- 
-age  gradients  are  satisfactory  with  a  fall  to  west  and  north. 

The  subsoil  is  largely  clay  on  gravel  overlaying  the  lower  layers, 
of  the  new  red  sandstone. 
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The  water  supply  is  under  the  control  of  the  Council, who  hare  water 
rights  over  some  of  the  surrounding  Rural  District. 

The  sewers  are  for  the  most  part  modern, and  the  outfall  works  are 
about  half  a  mil®  to  the  west  of  the  town. 

There  is  a  good  Market  Hall  and  Cattle  Market,  which,  together  with 
the  Gas  Works,  are  under  private  control. 

The  town  possesses  a  Free  Library,  Reading  Room  and  Public  Swimming 
and  Slipper  Baths,  and  have  recently  taken  over  the  Recreation  Ground 
(given  to  the  town,  together  with  the  Cottage  Hospital,  by  the  late  Mrs 
Bowring) • 

The  Workhouse  is  in  the  town,  and  together  with  the  Cottage  Hospi- 
-tal  and  Home  for  Ailing  Bubies  are  the  only  Institutions  that  affect  the 
Statistics .

In  this  it  is  similar 
to  that  of  tho  Country  as  a  whole.  Many  onuses  may  be  assigned  for 
this,  the  most  important,  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  Sanitary  Authori- 
-ty,  is  tho  deficiency  of  housing  accommodation  and  the  increases  in  rent, 
rates  and  cost  of  living,

The  death-rate  has  been  fairly  steady,  except  the  years  in  which 
Influenza  has  been  most  prevalent  and  virulent. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  steadily  approaching  the  level  of 
the  general  death-rate ,&b  a  result  of  the  excellent  child  welfare  work 
don©  in  the  district. 
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Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  1925. 

The  Births  totalled  127,  of  which  6$  were  male  infants  &  61  female. 
The  birth-rate  was  15 0 5, as  compared  with  an  average  for  the  previous  5 
years  of  19.7,  and  the  rate  for  England  &  Wales  for  1925  of  18,3*  Eight 
births,  equal  to  6,2  per  cent,  were  illegitimate,,  There  were  90  deaths 
belonging  to  the  district,  giving  a  death-rate  of  11  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  as  compared  with  an  average  of  the  preceding  5  years  of  12.4, 
&  the  rate  for  England  &  Wales  for  the  year  of  12.2 0  The  cuases  of 

death  were:-  Influenza  5,  Tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system  4, other 
tuberculous  diseases  4,  cancer  12,  diabetes  2,  cerebral  hemorrhage  6, 
heart  disease  11,  arterio-sclorosis  1,  bronchitis  4,  pneumonia  2,  other 
respiratory  diseases  1,  gastric  ulcer  2,  appendicitis  1.  nephsasfitie  3, 
accidents  &  diseases  of  pregnancy  1.  congenital  debility  &  malformation 

2.  Suicide  1,  other  defined  diseases  26,  causes  undefined  or  unknown  2. 

The  death-rate  for  Phthisis  was  .4, and  the  same  for  ether  tubercu- 
-lous  diseases,  and  that  of  cancer  1.4.  Tho  average  death-rat®  of  pul- 
-monary  tuberculosis  for  the  years  1920  to  1924  (inclusive)  was  .8,  and 
for  cancer  1.2  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Infantile  mortality. 

Thors  were  only  three  infant  deaths  during  the  year,  and  the  resul¬ 
ting  infantile  mortality  rate  is  23  per  1,000  births.  There  were  no 

deaths  of  illegitimate  infants.  The  causes  to  which  the  deaths  were

Tho  Small-pox  Hospital  and  Proas  Heath  Sanatorium  are  provided  by 
the  County  Council, and  the  other  Hospitals  are  subsidised  by  the  same 
body.  The  local  Authority  have  made  arrangements  with  the  Board  of  the 
Monkmoor  Hospital  to  receive  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  from  this  Dis- 
-trict  when  there  are  bedB  available. 

Ambulance  facilities:-  For  infectious  oases,  the  County  Council  Ambu- 
-lance  is  utilised.  For  non-info ctious  cases  and  accidents,  the  Local 
Authority  possess  a  Red  Cross  Ambulance .which  is  used  for  the  town  and 
neighbourhood. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres: - 

lo  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres.  This  is  at  23  Walker  St. 
Wellington,  and  consists  of  5  rooms,  and  the  premises  are  provided  by 
the  County  Council. 

2.  School  Cli$io  are  on  the  same  premises. 

3.  Tuberoulosis  Dispensary  also  on  same  premises, &  have  2  rooms. 

4.  Dental  Clinic  have  consulting  and  work  room  and  writing  room, 
also  at  Walker  Street.

All  the  Clinics  and  Centres  are  provided  by  the  County  Council. 

Public  Health  Officers__of  the  Local  Authority. 

Mr  Cyril  G. Speak©  was  appointed  Sanitary  Inspector  in  February  1926, 
and  is,  in  addition,  Meat  Inspector.  Ho  holds  the  Certificate  of  the 
Royal  Sanitary  Institute.  He  is  a  whole -time  Officer.  No  contribution 
is  made  to  his  salary  under  the  Public  Health  Acts. 

Miss  EoG. Riley  is  part-time  Health  Visitor  for  the  Council,  and  she 
is  Secretary  to  the  Child  Welfare  Centre.  A  grant  from  the  Exchequer  is 
mad©  to  the  salary. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home . 

(a)  General:-  The  local  Nursing  Association  maintains  a  Certifipa- 
-ted  Nurse,  who  carries  on  general  nursing  under  the  medical  practition¬ 
ers  of  the  area, and  is  supported  by  voluntary  &  Patients'  contributions. 

(b)  For  Infectious  Diseases:-  The  County  Council  provide  a  nurse 
in  epidemics  of  measles,  whooping  cough  and  Influenza,  and  also  for  home 
nursing  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  In  addition,  Mies  Riley  assists  in 
this  work  as  well  as  Health  Visiting*

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Midwives:*-  Thor©  is  a  Midwife  maintained  by  the  Wellington  Maternity 
Committee  of  the  Child  Welfare  Centre.  There  are  five  midwivws  prac¬ 
tising  in  the  district. 

Chemical Jork: -  Water  samples  are  sent  periodically  to  the  Public  Health 
Department ,  Manchester  University.  None  were  sent  in  1925.  It  is  desi- 
-rable  that  a  regular  examination  of  the  water  from  the  Steeravay  Reser- 
-voir  should  he  undertaken  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  is  no  filtra¬ 


tion  of  this  water.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


Tiiere  toe  daring  tho  year  a  oonBtant  supply  to  all  parte  of  the  water 
area,  and  tha  recent  analyses  of  the  water  from  both  the  Wrekin  and  the 
Steerway  P.ssorvoirs  have  been  satisfactory.  At  the  same  time  both  the 
supplies  would  be  much  improved  in  appearance  if  pressure  filters  were 
installed  to  remove  tha  vegetable  matter.  At  the  Steeraway  this  is  very 
necessary,  because  this  water  la  not  at  present  filtered  and  is  in  oon- 
-stant  use,  and  at  tha  Wrekin  because  the  vegetable  growth  clogB  the 
Sand  filters  in  the  Bummer  and  reduces  tho  efficiency  of  the  filtration 


after  three  to  four  weeks  in  use. 
Drainage  &  Sewerage: - 


During  the  year  new  drains  were 


constructed  or  old  drains  amended  at  12 


houses,  and  altogether, 


with  the  addition  of  new  houses  erected, 


some  40 


additional  premises  were  connected  to  the  public  sewers.  The  Sewage 
Works  at  Adicaaton  have  been  maintained  in  on  efficient  stats  during  the 
year, and  produced  a  good  effluent.  The  increasing  amount  of  sewage  ana 
the  resulting  sludge  are  to  bo  dealt  with  by  installing  a  pumping  plant 

to  facilitate  its  removal  from  tho  tanka. 

Cl o  b 3 1  Ac  c  ommo  dat i on : - 


In  the  last  five  years  about  100  privies  have  boon  abolished  and  the 
ff&tor  carriage  system  substituted,  and  at  tho  end  of  1925  there  remains 
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141  to  be  dealt  with.  The  completion  of  this  work  should  be  accelera¬ 
ted  by  the  appointment  of  the  separate  Sanitary  Inspector,  there  being 
still  a  number  near  the  centre  of  the  town  that  are  a  nuisance  and  call 
for  conversion.  Whilst  it  may  not  be  possible  to  directly  estimate 
the  value  of  this  improvement  in  the  sanitary  surroundings  of  dW<?l- 
-lings,  there  is  no  doubt  it  has  been  the  chief  factor  in  abolition  of 
summer  diarrhea  in  children  -  a  very  frequent  and  fatal  disease  a  few 
years  back. 

Scavenging: - 

The  prompt  and  regular  and  efficient  weekly  removal  of  house  refuse  in 
covered  carts  has  for  some  years  been  maintained  in  the  district.  A 
further  substitution  of  oovored  ash-bins,  instead  of  the  miscellaneous 
assortment  of  uncovered  receptacles,  is  very  desirable. 

The  new  Tip  outside  the  district  at  Ketley  Brook  will  settle  the  prob- 
-lom  of  Refuse  Disposal  for  the  town  for  many  years  to  come, and  be  a 
great  convenience.  The  proximity  of  certain  houses  makes  efficient  & 
careful  management  very  essential. 

Sanitary  Inspection. 

An  account  furnished  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  sanitary 
work  carried  out  during  the  year  is  appended  to  this  Report. 

Forty  legal  and  136  informal  notices  are  stated  to  have  been  served,  & 
136  complied  with.  The  large  housing  and  sewerage  schemes  under- 
-taken  by  the  Council  in  recent  years  have  somewhat  interfered  with  the 
regular  inspection  of  the  district,  and  the  Council,  therefore , decided 
to  separate  the  appointment  of  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector.  This 
will  add  to  the  efficiency  of  the  sanitary  department  and  enable  sys- 
-tematic  inspections  of  houses  to  b©  made. 

Schools:-  The  only  closures  which  were  necessary  for  infectious  dis- 
-ease  were  Wrekin  Road  Infants  in  January,  and  Princes  Street  Mixed  & 
Infant s ’Department  for  Mumps. 

General  Housing  Conditions  in  the  Area. 

The  general  housing  conditions  of  the  district  are  much  above 
the  local  standard.  The  majority  of  the  working  class  houses  are

modern,  of  sound  construction,  and  with  proper  sanitary  conveniences . 
The  Council  have  erected  about  180  in  the  last  EO  years s  There  are 
about  a  hundred  or  more  cottages  in  the  Courts  off  the  main  streets 
which  are  old,  and  much  below  &  reasonable  standard. 

( Z )  Extent  of  shortage: - 

From  the  evidence  resulting  from  the  numerous  applications  for 
vacant  houses  and  those  erected  by  the  Council  during  the  year,  it  is 
obvious  that  there  is  still  a  very  considerable  unsatisfied  demand,  & 
that  a  further  hundred  could  bo  let  at  once  *  At  present  it  is  not 
possible  to  provide  houses  to  which  to  transfer  the  tenants  of  lowest 
rented  houses,  and  the  temporary  repair  &  improvement  is,  I  boliove, 
the  most  useful  policy  to  pursue.  The  Council  during  the  year  com- 
-pie ted  the  erection  of  EO  houses, and  are  at  present  examining  site  a 
for  a  further  considerable  scheme «,

The  largest  amount  of  overcrowding  exists  in  the  older  houses 
with  one  or  two  bedrooms  of  small  cubic  spauro.  These  arc  often  vary 
difficult  to  deal  with  on  account  of  inability  of  the  tenants  to  pay 
an  increased  rent.  There  seems  to  me  no  reasonable  objection  to  the 
Council  acquiring  such  properties,  and  putting  them  in  reasonable  re- 
-pair.  Thera  is  no  doubt  they  are  the  can*©  of  much  ill -health  from 
their  defective  construction,  and  are  the  direct  causa  of  a  proportion 
of  the  necessary  expenditure  of  public  money  on  Hospitals  A  Sanatoria. 

All  the  houses  erected  by  Local  Authorities  are  subsidised  by  the  rates 
and  taxes,  and  it  is  only  right  that  money  should  be  available  for  im- 
-proving  the  conditions  under  which  the  poorer  class  of  tenants  live. 

III.  Fitness  of  houses: - 

(l)  The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  area  is,  I  consider,  a  fair*- 
-ly  high  one.  Owing  to  the  measures  taken  by  tho  Local  Authority,  180 
houses  have  been  built  by  the  Counoil  in  recent  years.  About  100  require 
to  be  reconstructed  or  demolished.

During  the  past  five  years  there  has  been  no  epidemic  of  any 

moment  of  either  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria  in  the  town.  The  cases 

notified  as  Scarlet  Fever  in  1921  wore  dealt  with  in  a  special  Report, 

There  was  no  death  from  Scarlet  Fever, and  only  one  from  Diphtheria. 

The  type  of  both  diseases  was  much  milder  than  formerly.  where  it  was 

necessary  to  remove  the  patient  for  lack  of  proper  isolation,  they  were 

sent  to  Monkmoor  Hospital.  This  is  a  great  convenience  to  the  district, 

but  the  number  of  beds  is  small, and  when  an  epidemic  is  present  in 

Shrewsbury  and  district,  oases  are  refused. 

The  examination  of  pathological  and  bacteriological  specimens  is 

carried  out  at  Birmingham  University,  and  full  advantage  is  always  taken 

of  it.
